of  whom  record  can  be  founcL  Ruth  I'^airebank 
of  Hahfax,  (linglantl?)  married  a  Robert  P'ield  and 
moved  to  Rhode  Island,  November  23,  1624, 
and  it  is  quite  likely  that  others  may  have  come 
"^^  here  froni  England.  There  seems,  however,  to  be 
nothing  to  indicate  that  any  of  the  present  families 
in  the  United  States  are  not  descended  from  Jona- 
than Fairbanke. 

The  order  of  the  present  arrangement  is  primarily 
by  generations  ;  then  those  of  each  generation  are 
arranged  by  families,  placing  tirst  the  families  ot 
older  sons. 

In'  any  generation,  the  sons  in  each  family  in  the 
tv  "      order  of  their  ages,  are  designated  1)\'  capital  letters 
in  al[)haboticaI  order.

^]^  Thus   the   sons  of  Jonathan  are  lettered  A,  B,  C,  D, 

5        and  these  letters  are  repeated  continually,  so  that  the 
i^         first  or  left  hand  letter  acrainst  any  name  shows  from 
which  of  these  four  sons  the  person  named  is  de- 
scended. 

The  sonsol  B  George  (thesecondwholeftchildren) 
are  lettered  BA.  BB  and  BC,and  the  sons  of  BC  Jona- 
than are  lettered  BCA,  BCB,  etc.  In  this  way  the  let- 
ters set  against  any  name  make  evident  at  a  glance 
the  whole  line  of  that  person's  ancestors.

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The  father  of  BAABB  Joseph  F.  is  BAAB,  a  Jonas  F., 
his  grandfather  is  BAA,  a  George  F.,  while  the 
hne  is  descended  from  B  the  second  son  of  the  first 
Jonathan. 

BCAA  George  and  BCAC  Drury  are  brothers  since 
they  have  the  same  father,  BCA  George ;  while  BCAA 
George  and  BCBC  Daniel  are  cousins,  having  the 
same  grandfather,  BC  Jonathan. 

This  method  shows simj)ly  and  clearly  the  relation 
of  any  one  person  to  any  other,  and  to  all  the  rest 
of  the  line.

The  Fairbanks  Genealogy, 


The  r^airbanks  family  of  linq-land  have  a  tradition 
that  the  first  of  th<^  name  came  from  Scotland. 
Daniel  and  Christopher  h'airbanks,  woolen  waste 
dealers,  live  in  IMilrowe  near  Rochdale,  and  their 
sister,  Mrs.  Frances  Fairbanks  Ford,  in  bdland,  three 
miles  from  Sowerby.  Their  father  was  John  F.,who 
owned  a  farm  in  Rachisland  in  Halifax,  to  which 
place  his  father,  Christopher  F. .moved  from  Sowerby, 
Icnir  miles  away,  sc^ne  hundred  \'ears  ao'o.  1  he  la- 
ther of  this  Christopher  used  to  speak  of  his  uncle 
(great  uncle?)  Jonathan,  who  went  to  America. 
Others  of  the  name  live  in  f  lalifax,  Dachisland  near 
Coventry  Hall,  Butterball,  Norland  and  other  vil- 
lages in  this  hill  country  on  the  border  of  Yorkshire 
and  Fancashire.  Old  Sowerby  is  now  a  small  ham- 
let, four  miles  from  Halifax,  and  22  fron-»  Man- 
chester, while  Sowerby  Fridge,  a  railway  and  manu- 
facturing village,  has  grown  up  a  mile  below. 

Jonathan  P^airranke  came  from  Sowerljy  in  the 
west  riding  of  Yorkshire,  P^ngland,  probal)ly  in  1633 
[v.  Appendix,  the  will  of  his  cousin  George  F.  of 
Sowerby.]      He  settled  in  Dcdham  in  1636,  received 
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a  small  orant  of  land   from  the  town   in    1641,  and 
died    there    Dec.    5,  166.S.

1633,"  and  "in  ye  g'th  monetli,  Elizabeth  Faire- 
bancke."  He  was  made  freeman  "by  ye  g-enerall 
courte"  May  14,  1634;  was  a  man  of  some  distinc- 
tion, keeper  of  the  Village  Inn.  Hy  the  Governor 
and  Company  of  INkissachusetts  k^ay,  March  12,  1638, 
was  "'aloued  to  sell  wine  and  strong-  waf  for  the 
town  ot  kJoston ;"  and  again  in  1646  as  a  "man 
of  good  report  and  abilit)'  toe  manage  }■'  calling,  if 
he  shall  be  willing  to  take  it."  April  13,  1635  "att 
a  generall  meeting  upon  pul)lir]ue  notice"  he  was 
"intreated  to  take  the  cows  to  keeping  that  are  u]>on 
the  neck;"  in  1636  he-  was  "chosen  to  ser\'e  of  the 
pettie  jury;"  and  in  the  same  year  was  elected  hog 
reeve  to  see  "that  every  inhabitant  among  ns  forth- 
with ring  ami  )'oake  their  swine  ;"  in  1037  ^^'^^"^  made 
"foLild  keeper;"  also  was  allotted  three  and  twenty- 
acres  of  land.  The  same  year  he  was  disarmed 
for  dangerous  heres\'  "concerning  the  opinions  and 
revelations  of  Mr.  Wheelwright  and  Mrs.  Hutchin- 
son," but  seems  not  to  have  continued  long  in  dis- 
favor. Nov  g'th,  1639,  he  was  appointed  first  post 
master  for  the  whole  colony,  receiving-  "all  letters 
from  beyond  the  seas,  or  that  are  to  be  sent  thither" 
and  "allowed  for  every  such  letter  a  penny;"  in  1642 
was  appointed  to  arrange  for  selling  milk,  and  in 
1643  ^^'^s  elected  "surveyghour  of  the  highwayes 
in  this  neck."  In  1645  ^-1"^^  book  of  possessions 
shows  that  he  owned  a  house  and  garden  on  the  east 
side    of    Hiorh    street,     where     the      Blue    Anchor 
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tavern  was  kept  later,  not  far  from  Cong^ress  street, 
and  a  g-arden  on  the  other  side  of  Washing-ton  street, 
near  where  Music  [fall  now  stands,  reaching  through 
to  the  common,  also  five  acres  atljoining  the  south 
sideot  the  common,  and  four  acres  from  Chambers 
street  northeast  to  the  river.
